Involved also is the concern that 
Brookhaven Elementary School, an 
institution frequently criticized by 
parents for its open classroom type 
of structure, may become too small 
to be able to offer its students a good 
educational program. 

In a review by Pat Bowman, PUSD 
Director of Planning and Construc- 
tion, aimed at members of the 
layman committee but eagerly 
audited by the concerned parents, 
Bowman’ explained that the 
California state system of approving 
building plans for new schools (and 
assisting with building funds) does 
not function until students are in the 
district and can be_ physically

Bowman informed the crowd. a4

Bowman revealed Thursday night, 
are plans for the John O. Tynes 


‘Elementary School, east of Placen- 


tia’s new City Hall, for which square 
footage has now been justified to the 
state and a second elementary 
school in Anaheim on La Palma, east 
of Imperial Highway. 

But that is only the beginning. Six 
additional elementary schools will 
be required in the 34 square mile 
Placentia District, along with 
another junior high school and an 
additional high school. 

‘We're going to have discussions 


next week with the owner of 
property at the southeast corner of 
Alta Vista and Van Buren where the 
tree farm is, to put a new junior high 
school,’’ Bowman explained. . 

‘That junior high school will be 
associated with Esperanza and 
Bernardo Yorba will be associated 
with the fourth high school that will 
be built east of Bernardo Yorba,”’ 
Bowman explained to the vocal 
parents. 

““We are in a state of flux. To know 
exactly where your children will go 
to school...that is down stream,”’ 
Bowman articulated. 

‘‘What are we going to do abeut 
the future overcrowding at Bernardo 
Yorba and Esperanza? Not short 
term, but long term. That is the 
problem. We’re going to have short

term overcrowding at Tuffree and El 
Dorado but it’s going to peak and 
pass and Kraemer and Valencia are 
going to continue to climb. But 
Esperanza and Bernardo Yorba are 
going to explode!’’ Bowman warned 
the parents. 

Of concern to the committee 
Thursday and to parents, were 
Bowman’s suggestions that the 
Sierra Vista Elementary School 
attendance boundaries be shifted to 
make room for youngsters from 150 
new homes now under construction. 
The eastern section of the 
attendance area, splitting down the 
center of Tuffree Boulevard, would 
instead attend Brookhaven Elemen- 
tary. 

The move would level the 
projected class size out at both

schools to 29.9. 

No parent in the room liked the 
idea. 

Bowman also explained that first 
returns from the new housing near 
Placentia Avenue and Palm Drive is 
producing 1.2 children per unit 
instead of the expected .6, thereby 
further deepening the problem. 

‘If that continues,’’ Bowman. 
explained. ‘‘Sierra Vista will not 
gain 90 children, they will gain 
197.” 

Parents generally spoke in favor 
of busing the youngsters living in 
the new construction and leaving 
students already in Sierra Vista 
where they are. Sierra Vista 
currently has 1,173 single family 
units in the attendance area.

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Students Increase May

An updated Master Plan for the 
Yorba Linda School District, based 
on a kindergarten through 8th grade 
system, would probably require a 
new school in the northwest section 
of the district before the maturation 
date following the year 1982. 

The Master Plan projections were 
outlined by Bill Davis of Davis, 
Duhaime Associates, architects and 
master planners for the district, at 
the last meeting of the Board of 
Trustees. 

Anticipating the need for a new 
site district administrators have 
been negotiating with the city for an 
exchange of district property on 
Valleyview for a new site. 

After 1982 the K-8 student count 
would be in excess of 4,000 students. 


This school year the census 
slightly above 2,400. They ‘are 
housed in four elementary schools 
and one junior high. 

All planning is being done with an 
eye towards averting, as much as 
possible, the need for students to 
cross Imperial Highway. This would 
mean some shifting of present 
boundaries and changing the pupil 
load slightly at the present schools. 

The board rejected two plans that 
would establish a _ kindergarten 
through fifth grade-sixth/seventh 
grade or middle school arrange- 
ment. 


Davis cautioned that the pro- 
jections were ‘‘only a computation, 
we are not fortune tellers.’’

Business Fire 
Rates Lowered 


Commercial and business enter- 
prises served by the Yorba Linda 
County Water District can expect 
immediate and substantial 
reductions in their fire insurance 
rates, general manager Ralph Shook 
said this week 

‘‘Insurance agents have told us 
that businessmen in our district 
should contact them to see if an 
immediate reduction on _ their 
current policy is in order or if they 
should take out a new policy at 
reduced rates,’’ Shook said. 

Both businesses and residences 
served by the water district were 
granted reduced fire insurance rates 
recently, due in large part to 
efficiency of the water district’s 
water distribution system. 

Many homeowners served by the 
district can also expect reduced fire 
insurance rates, Shook said, but 
probably not until renewal time. 

“It’s the businessman who will be 
materially affected by the new 
insurance rates,’’ Shook said. 
‘“‘Reductions for a home in the 
$20,000 to $40,000 range will 
probably be only minimal, but the 
business and commercial enterprise 
that is carrying $250,000 or more in 
fire insurance protection is where 
the real impact will be felt.

The refunds equalize the cost 
the cost sharing of new facijities, 
Shook said.

‘If we detach 144 houses from 
Sierra Vista to compensate for the 
150 that are being built, Sierra Vista 
attendance area will have 1,179 and 
Brookhaven 1,079,’’ Bowman ex- 
plained. 

Approaching the principals’ 
dilemma, Bowan alsé pointed out 
that youngsters in an attendance 
area, rarely come in a convenient 
size of 60, therefore necessitating 
combining grades in one room to 
avoid illegal class sizes. 

Attendance at Brookhaven, where 
no building is now in progress is 
dropping. 

‘‘What I’m worried about is that 
the schools get out of balance and 
then the educational program at the 
real small school will start to suffer. 
We know other areas in Southern 
California where this is already 
happening. 

‘‘What we're trying to do is get 
through the hump of the next three 
years,’’ Bowman outlined. ‘‘Each 
school will have an eventual size of 
about 600.’’ 

Half day sessions also were 
mentioned in the dialogue. 

‘Sierra Vista has two portables. 
We’re badly in need of them in the 
east as soon as we can get them out 
of there,’’ Bowman expanded on 
another problem. 

‘‘We are going to be in dire need 
of two elementary schools in the fall 
of 1977. If we buy portables it 
decreases the square footage. If you 
lease them, it comes out of the 
education fund,’’ Bowman explain- 
ed the dilemma. 

Questions and suggestions from 
the audience included: ‘‘Why does it 
have to be the people who are 
established versus the new people? 
Can’t you bus the new area to the 
other school?’’ 

‘‘What is the difference of the 
quality at Sierra Vista and 
Brookhaven?’’ A Brookhaven teach- 
er responded: ‘‘Where I am there 
are three teachers and 96 students.”’ 

“*I would call this an adjustment 
for youngsters who have come out of 
classrooms of 30 that are completely 
self contained,’’ a parent answered. 

Parent: ‘‘Is there any way the 
upper grades can stay at least their 
last year?’ 

Another: 
people out!’’ 

Parent: ‘‘You have people coming 
into an area who are not established 
in a school district. If you are going 
to uproot anybody, the logical thing 
would be to send them to 
Brookhaven rather than uproot a 
bunch of people who are 
established.’’ 

Parent: ‘‘Why doesn’t the school 
district standardize the quality of 
education throughout the district?’’ 

Committee member: ‘I have 
spent three years on this committee 
and it’s the first time I have ever 
seen so many people in the 
audience! We're trying to do out 
best.’’ 

The problems were equally 
ponderous for the Van Buren 
parents, 


‘Take the Fullerton 


Linda). We don’t have any figures 
on that.’’ 

‘‘We’re going to build a new 
junior high school, new high school 
and six elementary schools in the 
eastern section within the next five 
years. 

Bowman explained that young- 
sters in Anaheim, east of Imperial 
Highway are already being bused 
‘*because Glenknoll (Elementary) is 
completely saturated. We are 
considering adding to the Van Buren 
attendance area and taking away 
from Glenview and Orchard 
(elementary schools), because of the 
heavy saturation.’’ 

Bowman further added: ‘‘If they 
pull the (oil) wells, this entire area is 
ripe for subdivision!’’ 

Parent: ‘‘Why don’t you take the 
people in the new homes and bus 
them over to the new area. There are 
people here who have suffered fog 
six years. We really are pawns of 
this committee...when you start 


tampering with the boundary 
lines.’’ 
Parent: ‘‘The bonds were not 


voted in for the people who are 
moving in...they were voted for the 
people who are already in this 
area.”’ 

Bowman further explained that 
the Van Buren students would stay 
at Kraemer and Valencia until the 
fourth high school is built. 

Parent: ‘‘Will anything be done to 
increase the standard of education 
that comes out of Kraemer?’’ 

Another: ‘‘I’d rather stay at 
Yorba...but if 1 had to move I’d 
rather go to Tuffree.’’ 

Bowman also. outlined that 
students east of Fairmont between 
La Palma and Esperanza, will be 
bused to Golden Elementary first 
through third grades; kindergarten, 
fourth, fifth and sixth will be bused 
to Orchard and students from the 
housing developments east of the 
new Placentia City Hall will be 
bused to Wagner Elementary 
School. 


One Van Buren parent expressed 
her concern. ‘‘I have a boy who will 
be a senior at Esperanza. He would 
stay. But my daughter then would be 
at Valencia. One in one school and 
one in the other.’’ 

‘The football games should be 
really neat!’’ another parent added. 

Mrs. Bonnie Korn, Yorba Linda, 
one of the Van Buren parents asked: 

“Could you consider closing 
Bernardo Yorba and Esperanza to 
any new students from any new 
constructed area, and busing those 
students into Kraemer and Valencia 
or to any school where facilities are 
available, leaving the children who 
are already attached to Girl Scouts, 
Boy Scouts, Little League in the 
Yorba area and taking those children 
who are not yet established and 
busing them?”’ 

Bowman also pointed out that the 
district, which is now at an 
enrollment figure of 16,931 is 
expected to grow to 35,000 students. 

Van Buren parents will hold a 
special meeting with committee 
members in the Van Buren Multi 
Purpose Room at 7:30 p.m. 
Thursday, January 29 and Sierra 
Vista parents are expected to return

Danger Warning 


County Coroner’ Brad 
Gates, along with Southern 
California Gas Co., warn 
that as many as 6,400 
Orange County households 
are still being heated with 
potentially lethal unvented 
gas heaters. 

‘Residents who use 
these appliances risk a very 
real threat of death by 
asphyxiation,’’ the coroner 
said. 

‘In a closed room the 
flame from an. unvented 
heater can consume all the 
surrounding oxygen and 
produce carbon monoxide-- 
a colorless, odorless and 
lethal. gas,’’ he added. 

Unvented heaters also 
present a potential fire 
hazard. Many of these 
appliances have an open 
and unshielded flame which 
can easily touch off a fire 
and injure a child or even 
destroy a home. 

County and gas company 
officials have been vigor- 
ously discouraging the use 
of unvented heaters for 
many years. They recom- 


mend that these appliances 
immediately be replaced 
with vented, forced air or 
wall heaters certified ‘by a 
national testing laboratory. 

State law has prohibited 
the sale of unvented heaters 
for more than three years. 
Nevertheless, many are still 
in regular use throughout 
the county. 

The local coroner warns 
that if residents must use an 
unvented heater this win- 
ter, they should be aware of 
the potential danger and 
follow several safety pre- 
cautions. 

Make sure the heater is 
adjusted properly. Keep a 
window open in the room 
where the heater is located 
to provide an adequate 
oxygen supply. 

Keep the heater out of 
reach from children and 
away from home furnish- 
ings that might be ignited 
by the open flame. Turn the 
heater off at bedtime. And, 
use only approved metal--- 
not rubber--gas line connec- 
tors.
